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DIARY NOTES 


4 September 1962 


1. As a result of my meeting with Mr. Pettibone, of the Bureau of the 
Budget, last Friday and his concern that the action we have taken to increase our 
supergrade autho rization might jeopardize the present Federal Pay Adjustment 
Act, I have asked^^^^^^^fto refrain from advising Congress until it has 
acted on the President's bill. 

2 . I talked with about furnishing the Bureau 

of the Budget additional information in connection with our supergrade study. We 
agreed to send the study over right away but without the detailed job descriptions. 
Included in the study is the comparison that we made with other Governmental 
agencies. Still to be provided is a report on the phasing of this increased authori- 
zation. I have asked to study this and to get together with me before 

transferring further information to the Bureau.

He was upset about having been recalled from prior to the completion of 25X1 A6a 

his extended tour. I explained to him that this had been done at the request of the 
Division Chief and the Chief of Station and that he would have to learn the detailed 
reasons from them. I pointed out, however, that they had given him a satisfactory 
Fitness Report and that no one had alleged that he was unsatisfactory. I also told 
him that I thought it would not be profitable for him to pursue this matter too far.

If something comes up 
that he wants badly and the timing is important, he might request retirement 
earlier than 30 June 1963 . I told him that I would certainly cooperate with him 
m every way in this matter .
